HOSPITAL AT HOT SPRINGS

Government Makes Further Appropristions
. to Oomplete Fine Institution.

BIG BATTLE MOUNTAIN SANITARIUM

e
Instliution that Will Accommodate
Crippled and Discasced Veterans
and May in Time Become
National In Scopé,

———

Through the energies of Captalin Henry
E, Palmer, member of the board of trus-
teea of the Nauonal Homes for Disabled
Voluntears, an additional appropriation of
$25,600 has Just been secured for the Battle
Mounthin sanitarium at Hot Springs, 8. D.
Of this sum §&5.000 1s for officers’ quarters
and $7.50 for a conservatory. Caplain
Palmer took up this matter only in Decem-
ber last,’and is more than gratified that
the appropriation has besn granted, In
referring to the progress of construction at
the sanitarium, Captain Palmer says:

“The main ward bulldings are now nearly
all under roaf, the roofs being of tile. The
plumbing and steam heating plants are now
baing put In. The bulldings will be ready
for ocoupancy by January 1, 1906, The
total cost of the sanitarium up fo the pres-
ent timms, or the appropriations therefor,
amount to §T00,000, When compieted the
establishment will have a capoity of 460
beds, and It will require about 150 em-
ployes to run the concern.

; Young Men Come Flirst,

“The fArst patients to be sent there will
probably be the disabled Spanish-American
War volunteers, many of whom are now in
the soldlers’ homes, under treatment for
allments  originating in the Phillppines,
Cuba and Porto Rico, These are largely
Young men under 50 years of age. After
these are accommodated civil war veterans
now In the hospitals of the various homes
will be cared for there. Many of thess
are pow belng cared for at the soldiers’
homes throughout the country, and only
such as are suffering from ourabls all-
mants will be given a course of treatment
At the sanitarium. These are largely mon
yet undar 60 years of age.
